SUMMARY

Synopsis of Bill

House Bill 169 amends Section 51-1-42 NMSA 1978 to exclude temporary alien agricultural labor-
ers from receiving unemployment compensation benefits. Additionally, employers are not required
to pay payroll tax for these employees.

Significant Issues

According to the Labor Department, this bill will put New Mexico’s unemployment compensation
laws in conformity with federal unemployment laws. In addition, the agency indicates that if this
bill does not pass, then employers may lose the current 5.1 percent payroll tax credit granted by the
federal government.

FISCAL IMPLICATIONS
There is no appropriation or significant fiscal implication associated with this bill.
